The Coroners were 
searching the bodies, and big 
policemen carried laundry baskets 
in which were hundreds of rings, 
watches, c^ish and bank-books, 
aggregating $200,000. All were 
numbered to correspond with the 
number on t!»e body. There were 
not nearly enongh to help, and our 
work was slow. When al)soluto 
darkness came, the ftashlights that 
lit up the faces of t<h« dead being 
plu)tographed would overawe any 
one under ordinary circumstances, 
but the awful overwhelmingness of 
the horror steeled all hearts, aud 
ivich did his utmost, knowing it was 
a labtu- of love and for humanity's 
sake. 

*'And still they brought on the 
(hipping bodies, sometimes at lht» 
rate of one each two minutes. 
Some were mere trunks, tho fire or 
l»a-ddlewheels Mi them in condi- 
tions that dare not. be printed. 
And as we woiked the grim proces- 
sion of wagons bringing coffins and 
mon^ cofiins and more coflins. 
When the Coroner's men were 
done, the cofUns were filled and 
loaded on steanu^rs t^> be taken to 
the Morgue. We finished all we 
could do at midnight, and the Com 
missioner scMit us down to 2Gth 
Street on the Massasoit. Wi* were 
Ihe only living piissengers. The 
others, eightyeight in all, were the 
vi<^tims of the carnage wrought by 
the burning of the General Slocum. 
The lids were left unfastened, and 
when we reached the pier at the 
Morgue, the coffins were nuload(>d 
and added to the hundreds ainnidy 
there. Each was packeil with ice, 
leaving only the heads uncovered. 
Here and there men and women 
searched, men reeling like drunkc^n 
beings; women fainting and scream- 
ing showed where a body liad been 
identified. 

**At the (Mitrance to the pier a 
fighting nud) sought admission, but 
only a few were let in at a time. 
(hie man came in sup[M)rted by 
policemen. He went the dreary 
rounds and fouiul four of his six 
children and his wife. All had 
been victims. The two children 
missing weri^ the youngest, and the 
|>oor unforluuate knew that he had 
been ber(*fi of his all. 

"Our work was through for the 
uiLdit at loast, and after airanging 
for an e irly start on the imurow, 
W(^ left I he scene almost un{»aralel- 
UmI in histoiy, ea<'h taking memo- 
ries with him that time <v!n never 
efTace."

BOY STRICKEN DUMB. 

Henry Heinz, thirteen years old, 
who escaped from the disaster in 
some way or other, has not been 
able to speak since his rescue. He 
was thought dead until yesterday 
noon, when he walked into his 
home, at No. 97 Avenue A, and 
tried to tell his father and brother 
the story of his adventures, but he 
could utter nothing but inarticu- 
late sounds. 

He has been literally struck dumb 
with horror. His foutreen-y©fti'-old 
brother, (^eorge Heinz, who escap- 
ed b}' swimming to land from the 
burning boat, says that the last he 
saw of Henry he was clinging to 
the paddlebox and preparing to 
drop into a tug. 

**I don't wonder that Henry was 
struck dumb with horror," said 
George, *'I almost went crazy my- 
self. I had swam almost to shore 
and had been dragged in by a farm- 
er with a garden rake myself. I 
pretty near Mont crazy aud the doe- 
tor said that I began taking off my 
clothes and tearing them up and 
throwing them in the water, saying 
that 1 was going back and kill my- 
self. 

**The trouble was that I couldn't 
get the awful sight out of my mind. 

'* While I was standing on the 
the rail I saw a little boy with curls 
holding on a little way from me and 
looking up to heaven. While I 
looked a flame came along and the 
little boy's face melted just like 
wax. Everything seemed to turn 
black before me. I felt some heavy 
things falling on me and I felt my- 
self going di>wn, dow^n, down 
through something wet,"

whose body was yesterday identi- 
fied in the Morgue by her husband, 
Henry Heinz, their two sisters, who 
are still missing; their aunt, Mrs.

It, ia profioaed to create a memorial 
to thelaioRev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
IJufldiiifj for St. Ann's Church for 
Doaf-MiiteR, The present Chnich 
is Kifuatod on 148Ui Street, just west 
of AmHterdam Avenue, and ih built 
Home twenty-five fi»et back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of snch a buihling as above 
indicated, wliicfi will form a facade 
to the churcli edifice and boacent(u* 
of religious anl social life amongst 
the Hi lent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertjjiken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
nml will be used for tlie social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for *' The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about 830,000, and the building 
i I self, in its position and purpose^ 
will form a cons{>icuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
